Police in a car chased one 
man as he fled down a side 
street and arrested him. Po- 
lice were alerted to hunt for 
a grey Renault car dairying 
two or three Arabs.

Hoss: Lebanese government

— Prime Minister Salim Hoss 
was quoted in Beirut Sunday as 
saying the Lebanese government 
felt let down by the United 
States over the despatch of a 
Lebanese army unit to the 
South.

“Provocative elements, des- 
tructers and those who wear 
different masks to fight the 
Iranian revolution were respon- 
sible for the cowardly and un- 
human action,” said Gen. Reza 
Razmi, the police chief in 
Abandan. 

Empress Fa rah ordered Lhe 
governor of Khuzistaf, Bagher 
Nemazi, to meet with the rela- 
tives of the victims and find 
out their needs. 

Prime Minister Jamshid 

Amuzegar told representatives 
ot workers Sunday that the fire 
would not deter the govern- 
ment from pursuing its reform 
policies. 

Police said the theater’s only 
exit had been locked as an anti- 
terrorist measure Saturday 

night, trapping the frantic, 
screaming but helpless crowd 
which included- mostly youngs- 
ters.

Israel reasserts interest

Aug. 20 (Ag- 
encies) — Arab League Secret- 
ary-General Mahmoud Riad 
arrived here Sunday on the 
sixth leg of an Arab tour to 
canvass support for holding 
next month's Arab League 
Council meeting in Khartoum 
instead of Cairo.

The idea is that 
we will create conditions for 
peaceful relations, which are 
very important even before you 
sign peace treaties." 

“I will bring a direct, con- 
crete project connected with the 
idea of agreements — partial 
but permanent — when we 
meet with the two presidents,” 
Begin said. 

He refused to give details, 
indicating it would have to be 
approved by the cabinet next 
Sunday. The Israeli chief of 
staff, U.-Gen. Rafael Eytan, 
was present for the session, 
suggesting that the ministers 
may hav.e discussed an Israeli 
army pullback to new defense 
lines in the Sinai peninsula. 

Begin admitted that Egypt 
and the United Stales may not 
like the idea. Egypt already has 
rejected the suggestion, but Be- 
gin said that Egypl’s reaction 
was not seen here as an "utter 
rejection.” 

In Cairo "aJ Ahram" Sun- 
day said Egypt’s position paper 
for next month's Middle East 
peace summit at Camp David 
will include security guarantees 
for Israel. 

It said Egypt was formula- 
ting practical proposals that 
would also guarantee Israel's 
withdrawal from occupied 
Arab lands and achieve a com- 
prehensive settlement. 

The draft paper will be pre- 
sented to the Camp David sum- 
mit. 

The Egyptian proposals will 
be based on security guarantees

Yamani: Kingdom to retain dollar for oil 


JEDDAH, Aug. 20 (Agen- 
cies) — Oil Minister Sheikh 
Ahma d Zaki Yamani said in 
an interview published Sunday 
that Saudi Arabia will retain 
the dollar as the currency for 
oil pricing. 

He also said that a sharp 
rise in prices in the 1980s wou- 
ld do the world economy more 
harm than several gradual in- 
creases. 

But Sheikh Ahmad told “Al- 
Madina” that the problem in 
the fuune Tyould not be the 
price of oil, but “whether or ' 
not we have crude oil.” 

He said companies operating ■ 
in Saudi Arabia were aware, 
of the government decision to- 
chango the ratio output of light 
crude and that it' would con- 
tinue to out production of Ara- 
bian . light crude to reach a 
correct output level against 
heavy crude. 

He noted that at present 
there was a surplus of light 
crude on the world market be- 
cause of the North Sea produc- 
tion, and that OPEC members 
such as Nigeria, Libya and Al- 
geria were suffering from -the 
surplus because they could not 
find markets for their own pro- 
duction. 

But Sheikh Ahmad warned 
that proven reserves of light 
crude were limited and being 
depleted rapidly. He added that 
all future energy alternatives 
such as coal or atomic power 
would replace heavy crude, 
and that was a development 
which would increase demand 
for light crude at a time when 


its reserves began to dwindle. 

Referring to the decline in 
the value of the dollar. Sheikh 
Ahmad rejected the idea that 
it had been caused by the an-

nouncement that OPEC was 
willing to use a basket of cur-' 
rendes to compute oil prices. 

“Though such an announce- 
ment may have had a psycho- 
logical effect and may have led 
to currency speculation, the ef- 
fect is temporary.”

Jordan lauds 
ties with 
Soviet Union 

AMMAN, Aug. 20 (R) 
Jordan’s Prime Minister 
Modar Badran Sunday expres- 
sed satisfaction with the state 
of relations between his coun- 
try and the Soviet Union and 
hopes they would continue to 
grow. 

In a message to Soviet Fore- 
ign Minister Andrei Gromyko

Arab Boycott 
blacklists 
14 companies 

PAMASCUS, Aug. 20 (AP) 
— The Arab Boycott of Israel 
Office announced Sunday it 
has blacklisted 14 foreign 
firms and companies for deal- 
ing with Israel. 

No names were announced, 
but a statement said all dealt 
in pharmaceuticals. They in- 
clude two- American firms, five 
Indian companies and others 
from Romania, Malta, Swit- 
zerland, Denmark and Iran. 

The office also lifted the 
name or five foreign compan- 
ies from the blacklist after 
they stopped dealing with Is- 
rael. the statement said. 


KHARTOUM. Aug. 20 (R) 
— Eritrean guerrillas have re- 
pulsed a third attack in five 
days by Ethiopian government 
forces trying io advance north- 
wards on the town of Keren, 
a guerrilla spokesman said Sun- 
day. 

The spokesman for the Eri- 
trean People’s Liberation Front 
(EPLF) said 350 Ethiopian 
troops had been killed, 600 
wounded and 20 captured in 14 
hours of heavy fighting on 
Friday near the village of Em- 
baderho, between Keren and 
the provincial capital Asmara. 

Keren, the last main town 
in guerrilla hands, has become 
the principal focus of the gov- 
ernment's 10-week military of- 
fensive in Eritrea, diplomatic 
sources here say. 

The EPLF also said lwo 
tanks were destroyed and large 
quantities of weapons captured 
is Friday’s battle in the steep 
valleys of the Eritrean high- 
lands. 

Earlier last week, the EPLF 
announced that they had killed 


1.500 government troops and. 
destroyed or captured 14 tanks 
in the same area. After pulling 
out of several towns to con- 
serve its forces in the face of 
the government offensiv e, ih e 
EPLF has decided to stand and 
fight at Keren. 

“We have reached a stale- 
mate," the EPLF spokesiqan 
said. “This will be a war of 
attrition.” 

He said a second Ethiopian 
force was expected to advance 
on Keren from the west along 
the road from Agordat, which 
was captured by the govern- 
ment on Aug. 9. 

EPLF units have now begun 
moving against the government 
forces' extended supply lines, 
including those to Agordat, to 
try to force the government to 
commit more troops to defen- 
sive positions, he said. 

The guerrillas ambushed a 
small convoy south of Asmara 
last week killing 70, capturing 
14 and taking 19 light artillery 
pieces and small arms, the 
spokesman said.

W. German police take charge 
of investigation of bombings 


BONN, Aug, 20 (R) — West 
German police Sunday took 
charge of the hurK for the un- 
known persons who exploded 
eight bombs at British Rhine 
Anny tBAOR) bases on Friday 
night. 

Police and the army's special 
investigation branch are baffled 
as to who was behind the 
bombings, the BAOR spokes- 
man said. 

Twenty-four flours after the 
carefully synchronized attacks 
no organization had claimed 
responsibility. 

Armed mobile and foot pat- 
rols were out during the night 
and guards have doubled their 
vigilance at military establish- 
ments throughout the Rhine 
Army area where 55,000 Bri- 
tish soldiers and their families 
are based. 


Army experts defused and 
examined one 27-kilo (60- 
pound) bomb that failed to de- 
tonate. They said it had been 
made by an expert but was not 
of the type they were familiar 
with from similar attacks by 
the IRA (Irish Republican 
Army) in Northern Ireland. 

In Belfast. Northern Ireland, 
police sources said they were 
behind the bombings. 

Two members of West Ger- 
many’s Red Army faction — 
the Baader-Meinhof group — 
are known to have traveled to 
Belfast earlier this year and to 
have met leaders of the Provi- 
sional IRA.

German explosives experts 
Sunday were examining scraps 
of material sifted from the 
bomb sites in an attempt to 
make a closer identification.

TOKYO, Aug. 20 (R)— 

The Tokyo government plans 
to send more than 100 police 
and military officers overseas 
to protect its diplomats from 
possible attack by Japanese 
Red Army guerrillas, the “San- 
kei Shimbun” newspaper said 
Sunday. 

Under the plan, subject *o 
parliamentary approval, the 
officers would be stationed t 
Japanese diplomatic missions 
in 25 countries, mainly in the 
Middle East and Southeast 
Asia, the paper said.

They 
would go as Foreign Ministry

Daughter born to father 
with transplanted heart 


LOS ANGELES, Aug. 20 
(UP!) — Ihe birth ot a healthy 
girl apparently made Robert 
Bodge, who twice received new 
hearts, the first heart-transplant 
recipient in the world to be- 
come a father. 


Dodge, 20, of Les Angeles, 
underwent transplant surgeries 
in 1975 and 19/6 at the Stan- 
tord Medical Center in Palo 
Alto, California, because of 
neart Lailure and a condition 
known as cardiomyopathy. 

Since then, he has been tak- 
ing large doses of steroids to 
prevent his body from rejecting 
the second transplanted organ. 

Dr. Gary London, who Sa- 
turday delivered the child, 
named Sandra Jo, at Valley 


Presbyterian Hospital in the 
Van Nuys area, said the birth 
is unusual because steroids 
usually lower or interfere with 
sperm production. 

“We think it's the first birth 
of its kind in the world," said 
London. “This guy is unusually 
young to have a transplant, and 
it shows transplant patients can 
lead normal Jives.” 

The doctor said there also 
had. been some concern about 
■birth defects in the child, who 
was born normal. 

‘There always is when the 
mother or father is taking large 
doses of medication,'’ he add- 
ed. 

Dodge said he and his wife, 
Susan, were not surprised by 
the birth. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 20 
(AP) — U.S. Senator Robert P. 
Griffin has called for a con- 
sistent human rights policy 
instead of “selective moral 
outrage" by American offi- 
cials. 

The Michigan Republican 
said Saturday the United 
States should be prepared to 
use incentives “to reinforce 
responsible behavior and pun- 
ish irresponsible behavior" by 
the Soviet Union and other 
nations. 

“We must pioject a policy 
of strength and consistency in 
our dealings with other na- 
tions. This means we must 
have military and economic 
capabilities that are second to 
none and we must make dear 
our willingness to use that 
strength, if necessary, to pro- 
tect those things for which 
we stand.” 

Griffin -said he is troubled 
by a piecemeal approach which 
he claimed is evident in the 
current U.S. human rights po- 
licy.

over to civilian control earlier 
than originally scheduled. 

Prime Minister General Os- 
car Molina Pallochia revealed 
the new plans Friday in a 
speech calling for general elec- 
tions “as soon as" the Cons- 
tituent Assembly finishes writ- 
ing a constitution. 

Assembly President Victor 
Raul Haya de la Torre has 
said the constitution can be 
completed in six months. The 
assembly already has been in 
session for 23 days. 

‘ President Francisco Morales 
Bermudez, head of the military 
government, originally set 1980 
for the elections, giving the 
elected assembly one year to 
complete its work. 

General Molina said in a 
speech at a military ceremony 
that the return to civilian go- 
vernment was being carried 
out in three steps: the installa- 
tion of the 100-seat assembly, 
the writing of the constitution 
and the “handing over of po- 
wer to those chosen by the 
people.” 

He said the third step “will 
mark the final transfer of po- 
wer, after the general elections, 
as soon as the Constituent As- 
sembly completes its assign* 
meat....” 

Molina, besides being the 
president's right hand man. is 
the army chief and minister of 
war.

The groups met with varying 
degrees of success and the con- 
ference is expected to give pri- 
ority this time to' the work of 
those dealing with the various 
aspects of sea-bed mining, the 
international authority, and the 
continental shelf. 

If and when a treaty is final- 
ly completed U will be signed 
in Caracas, where the first sub- 
stantive meetings were held in 
1974 after a brief organizing 
session in New York, the pre- 
vious December. 

Two vessels 
collide off 
Singapore 

SINGAPORE, Aug 20 (AP) 
— The 1 1 ,550-ton Iranian frei- 
ghter “Aryaman" collided with 
the British tanker “Burma Te- 
lidot’’ about five miles from 
Singapore near the Raffles 
Lighthouse Sunday. 

No one was hurt. 

The “Axyaman”, owned by 
Arya National Shipping Lines 
S.A.. sustained a hole on the 
starboard side and was expec- 
ted to be drydocked in Singa- 
pore for repairs. 

The 140,512-ton British tan- 
ker, owned by Airlease Inter- 
national Nominees (Fren- 
churcb) Ltd., suffered minor 
damage. She was coming from 
Dubai in the Gulf to. Singa- - 
pore while the Iranian freigh- 
ter was on its way from Chit- 
tagong, Bangladesh, to Japan. 


ANKARA. Aug. 20 tAP>— 
Turkish leaders’ hopes of last 
spring for a quick recovery 
from this NATO-member 5 
wbrsL economic crisis in two 
decades have recently given 
way to gloomy predictions. 

Foreign banks and other 
lending organizations are cau- 
tiously watching the nation’s 
economy instead of rushing 
badly-needed credits that were 
expected to help resolve the 
foreign currency crisis. 

Finance Minister Ziya Mu- 
ezzin oglu abruptly flew to the 
UJS. this week to try to save 
a crucial loan agreement with 
the International Monetary 
Fund (IMF). The pact is le- 
portedly on shaky ground be- 
cause of Turkey's alleged fail- 
ure to live up to its terms. 

When the accord was signed 
last March. Turkey believed it 
would serve as a 'green light* 
for other lenders to pour in 
hard currency. Muezzinoglu 
predicted at the time that the 
economy would be ‘out of the 
woods' by September. 

Jn exchange for IMF credits 
of S450 million, the Turkish 
government agreed to curtail 
domestic demand, approve a 
lean budget, devalue the lira 
by 23 per cent, and adopt 
other austerity measures. 

But Turkey's economic per- 
formance hasn't been satisfac- 
tory. judged against the IMF 
guidelines, a foreign economic 
source said. 

For example, the country 
pledged to reduce the inflation 
rate this year to 20 per cent 
from 50 per cent in 1977. But 
the wholesa le price index rose 
by 23.5 per cent in the first 


half alone, and consumer pri- 
ces gained 26 per cent. 

The inflation rate this year 
is now expected to be about 
the same as in 1977. In addi- 
tion, the IMF-imposed ceil- 
ing on central bank credits 
was exceeded several months 
ago. 

U.S. favored 
for foreign 

investment

HOUSTON. Aug. 20 - The 
United States at mid-year con- 
tinues to be the major source 
of foreign investment and the 
favored place for other coun- 
tries to invesL, the Conference 
Board of New York has re- 
ported. 

In the second quarter of 
1978, private companies an- 
nounced 167 foreign manufac- 
turing investments, with more 
than 60 per cent of them to be 
in the U.S., the board said. 
UB. companies accounted for 
about 40 per cent of all private 
cross-border manufacturing in- 
vestments made outside the 
U.S. in the quarter. 

The board is a business re- 
search organization based in 
New York. 

It said the two largest pri- 
vate projects are a 52 billion 
natural gas liquefaction plant 
in Indonesia involving the 
Royal Dutch, /Shell Group and 
Mitsubishi Corp. of Japan, and 
a SI .9 billion petrochemical 
complex in West Germany 
planned by Britain's Imperial 
Chemical Industries Ltd.

Conoco's Western ‘Hemisphere 
division, was accused of know- 
ingly selling gasoline in excess 
of federal ceiling prices and 
receiving under-the-counter pay- 
ments. 

The judge assessed the maxi- 
mum $5,000 fine carried by the 
charge on a recommendation 
by the U.S. government.

The occupied West Bank, for all its importance to a 
'Middle East settlement, is- receiving precious little attention 
from the Western media these days, perhaps because of the 
superficial calm that prevails there, or perhaps because de- 
tailed information on the problems posed by the occupation 
would prove to be unsettling for Western pundits. The United 
States, particularly, seems content to follow Israel's lead 
when it comes to the West Bank: U.S. officials and journalists 
aH too frequently view the occupied territories — and the 
Palestinians generally — as objects or pawns in the bargain- 
ing process, and not as living communities and individuals 
whose basic human rights have been ignored by the civilized 
world for far too long. The 50-caJJed human rights policy 
of the Carter administration pointedly excludes the Palestin- 
ians and their occupied homeland. U.S. officials realize it 
would not be good politics to anger the Begin government 
■ further by calling attention to human rights violations in 
such areas as the West Bank, even though those violations 
have been confirmed by Amnesty International among others. 

Meanwhile, the abuses in the occupied territories con- 
tinue. Palestinians are routinely imprisoned without charge 
under harsh “administrative detention" regulations bequeathed 
to the Israelis by the British mandate — the same regulations 
that Jews called “barbaric" when the British applied them to 
Zionists in the 1930s and 1940s. Arab territory continues to 
be confiscated for the use of Jewish settlers, who claim they 
— “liberating” the land by “biblical right."

There have been no major demonstrations in the West 
Bank for some time now, possibly because the residents are 
holding their breath for a peace settlement that would free 
them from Israeli occupation. A number of West Bankers 
seem sympathetic to the Sadat initiative, and it may be that 
they are trying to keep the territory as calm as possible 
before the Camp David summit to encourage Israeli with- 
drawal and an eventual plebiscite on self-determination. But 
if the West Bank is ostensibly quiet, below the surface there 
is greater resentment than even toward the Israeli occupiers. 
Even the Israelis admit this today. In the past, they claimed 
the West Bank Palestinians were happy and prosperous under 
the occupation: Now, as an Israeli officer told the “New York 
Times," the inhabitants “want us out” 

This point was brought home to Dr. Hisbam - Sharabi, 
the Palestinian-American who heads the U.S. National As- 
sociation of Arab Americans, when he visited Jordan recent- 
ly. There he met a number of West Bank notables, who brief- 
ed him on the current mood in the occupied territories. Dr. 
Sharabi came away with the impression that “all the West 
Bankers want — their one preoccupation — is for the Israelis to 
leave their land." This view was confirmed by Bethlehem 
Mayor EHas Freij on a recent visit to Washington, where he 
told Congressmen that the inhabitants of the West Bank — 
while they may differ on certain aspects of a peace settle- 
ment — are all agreed that complete Israeli withdrawal from 
the occupied lands is a necessary component of a comprehen- 
sive peace. West Bankers, be said, were also in agreement 
that a peace settlement must include the establishment of 
some kind of Palestinian homeland and the right to return 
for Palestinians in exile abroad. 

If the American government were to take a more active 
interest in the people of the West Bank, and listen to their 
own proposals for settling the Arab-Tsraeli dispute, then peace 
might truly be possible. Israel would find it difficult to ignore 
the Palestinian people if the United States made a solid case for 
human rights as they apply to those Arabs living under Israeli 
occupation. If the Palestinian problem is the crux of the 
Middle East dispute, as everyone seems to agree, then why 
not involve these people actively in the search for a just and 
durable peace? This is the only avenue that has yet to be 
tried, and it could make the peace process much simpler for 
everyone.

The Revolution — 
that squalid Leninist exercise 
we have come to identify as 
the regime in Havana. 


That said, Castro made it 
perfectly clear the United 
States still has much to answer 
for in the realm of human 
rights. 


In this whole torrent of 
abuse, Castro did sped out his 
principal theme — one our own 
Castro apologists should heed: 


Fidel’s audience on the sil- 
ver anniversary consisted of 
the party faithful and a sprink- 
ling of “delegates” from the 
XI World Youth Festival — the 
communist world's commissars 
of the future celebrating a week 
of anti-Americanism paid for, 
of course, by their govern- 
ments. 


In his words: “ it still re- 

mains to be proved whether 
a bourgeois, imperialistic and 
warmongering regime can pro- 
mise real human rights to any- 
one in the world within and 
outside its borders because such 
a system exists only to serve — 
using all of its resources and 
means domestically and abroad 
— the rights and interests of 
big capital.” 


“There are two paths open in 
the world today — reaction and 
progress. One must choose: 
one cannot be neutral" 


“With what moral rights can 
the rulers of a nation speak of 
human rights when within it 
the millionaire and the beggar 
coexist?" 


Thus, in this entire 150- 
minute tirade there is not the 
slightest hint of compromise 
on any issue — none on human 
rights for Cubans; none on bis 
political programs; none on 
stolen American Assets. The 
academic specialists and spe- 
cial pleaders for Havana should 
take note. But they won’t. No 
doubht they will ignore the 
whole thing or blame it on 
Castro's pique at being critici- 
zed at Belgrade's non-aligned 
nations conference. 


And the Maximum Leader did 
not disappoint them. Calling 
the United States “the most 
ferocious and powerful empire 
on earth.” Castro pointed out 
that the United States became 
a “virtual substitution for Hit- 
ler’s Germany." “Who can 
deny these historical truths?" 
he asked rhetorically, omitting 
any mention of the United 
States' role in defeating Nazism. 


There is more — much more — 
in this hymn of hate, but the 
sample is generous and unfilter- 
ed. But aside from this, Castro 
made a few points aoout rela- 
tions with the United States 
—once a high priority _ item 
with the Carter administration. 


Having blithely rewritten his- 
tory, Soviet-style, the Cuban 
dictator passed on to the pre- 
sent, the current state of U.S.- 
Cuban relations in particular. 


Un leaving Africa: “What 
right does the United Slates 
have to demand the withdrawal 
of our military personnel from 
Africa, where they now are at 
the expressed desire of pro- 
gressive, absolutely independent 
revolutionary governments?” 


Still, Castro's brand of tyran- 
ny is nothing new nor will it 
last. And, the United States 
government might contribute 
toward that end. For one thing, 
after receiving that kind of 
abuse, any self-respecting gov- 
ernment would puli out its 
diplomatic presence. We should, 
in this case, remove our Inter- 
ests Section and forbid further 
travel to Cuba for the time be- 
ing, backed up with a stiff note 
of protest. 


The first item on his list, was 
the Carter campaign for hu- 
man rights.

KHARTOUM— 

After Ethiopian forces had 
taken former guerrilla strong- 
holds in Eritrea without firing 
a shot, Ethiopian officials an- ' 
nounced a m&ior victory and 
expressed confidence that gov- 
ernment troops could now be- 
gin to consolidate their position 
by establishing control over 
the surrounding countryside 
and isolating the guerrillas. 

Spokesmen for the main Eri- 
trean movements disagree, say- 
ing that Ethiopia has over-ex- 
tended itself too quickly and 
walked into a well-laid trap 
which will give the guerrilla* 
the military initiative after two 
months of the heaviest fighting 
in the 17-year Eritrean war for 
independence. 

“The Ethiopians have taken 
what they are capable of tak- 
ing and that’s the end of their 
advance so far as we are con- 
cerned,” said the Khartoum 
spokesman of the Eritrean 
People's Liberation Front 
*EPLF). 

Ethiopia's Russian — and 
Cuban-ifaacked army has reoc- 


cupied three large cities and a 
score of smaller towns and 
villages from the EPLF and a 
second smaller movement — 
the Eritrean Liberation Front 
(JEiLF) — during the past five 
weeks. 

Driving into western and 
southern Eritrea against the 
ELF, the government took the 
towns of Tesseaei and Adi 
Quala and the important city 
of Mendefera by the end of 
July. At this point, the EPLF 
appears to have voluntarily 
withdrawn from the Red Sea 
port of Massawa, the central 
highland city of Decamare and 
a series of other positions in 
central and southern Eritrea, 
lifting the. siege of the Asmara 
capital which had been in effect 
since last October.

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Saudi Arabia revives the cross-Channel swim with a strong cast

LONDON' — -if the weather 
breaks right, an international 
host of marathon swimmers 
will hit the waters of the Eng- 
lish Channel in the next few 
days for open cross-Channel 
race that revives a tradition 
dormant for 25 years. 

The race, which is being 
sponsored by Saudi Arabia, 
will involve 14 swimmers from 
ten countries who are training 
for the gruelling, 27-mile jour- 
ney at Folkstone, Kent. 

When the swimmers strike 
out from Shakespeare Beach 
below the Dover cliffs and 
head for France, several Arabs, 
including two Saudis, will be 
among the leading contenders. 

Swimmers from the Arab 
world are gaining an increas- 
ingly dominant position in in- 
ternational marathon events. 
The English Channel is a famil- 
iar challenge for many of 
them, because the Kingdom 
sponsored an annual pan-Arab 
race there for the last three 
years. 

The Saudi national team 
holds the Channel relay records 
for the return trip and for the 
Cap Gris Nez-to-Dover run. 

Egyptian and Saudi swim- 
mers combined to take five of 
tbe top seven awards at a re- 
cent race at Lake Windemere 
in the English Lakes District. 

More importantly, they to- 
gether took three of the top 
four amatuer places in July 
at lhe annual 43-kilometer 
Capri-Napoii race, which is 
unofficially regarded as the 
world championship of mara- 
thon swimming. 

■Rough conditions allowed 
only ten of the 34 Capri-Napoii 
contestants to finish. The race 
was won by John Kinsella, a 
top American professional who 
last week won the Lake Ontario 
marathon in Canada. Kinselia 
is not entered in the Channel 
race. 

The top amateur spot in the 
Capri-Napoii race went to 
Nagi Abdullah, 26, a drug 
store employee from Alexan- 
dria. Abdullah was also the top 
amateur at this year's Nile 
race. The Channel race is 
Abdullah’s first event in the 
chilly European strait, but 
trainer Gen. Helmi Moraghi 
denies that this will adversely 
affect Abdullah's chances. 

Saudi swimmers AJ-Sajd 
Fakx and Alawi Maki took 
second and fourth amateur 
honors In the Italian marathon. 
Fakr, at 17, is the Saudi team's

rising star. He was ahead of 
his captain Maki. 22, in the 
Capri-Napoii classic. Maki, 
though, has been the team's 
top swimmer for the last seve- 
ral years. 

Maki has led the Saudis to 
the top of the international 
.swimming league. One trainer 
calls him *'the backbone" of 
the team. He is expected to do 
well in the Channel race, for 
his times have been steadily 
improving over the 27-mile 
course for Lhe last three years. 

Maki is studying physical 
education at Alexandria Uni- 
versity, and he hopes to con- 
tinue his studies in the United 
States. He may well take over 
the training reins for the Saudi 
team in the future. 

Maki told "Arab News” be 
may retire from competitive 
swimming next year to make 
way for his studies. But his 
trainers say he's still young and 
improving, and they would ob- 
viously be disappointed to see 
him go. 

Alt libek, an Egyptian train- 
er on the team, says admiringly 
of Maid’s success: "He is the 
central pillar of our team be- 
cause he is a swimmer that 
doesn’t leave the water during 
a championship unless he's un- 


conscious. He swims and swims 
and does the best be can, putt- 
ing all his energy into trying." 

Maki is friendly and unas- 
suming and says of his team- 
mate Fakr: ”1 think he's the 
best; he's better than me.” 
Though this may as yet be 
generous. Fakr is certainly 
amazing: two and a half years 
ago, he couldn't swim at all! 

Fakr was chosen from his 
school in Safwa for his natural 
swimmer's physique: large 

hands and legs, flexible should- 
ers, strength, a good float as 
well as long arms. He also has 
a boyish entnusiasm to cany 
him through the tough train- 
ing sessions. 

His first channel swim last 
year was impressive and he 
was close to Maki, who in turn 
was only 20 minutes behind 
the Egyptian winner, Nasser 
Al Shazeiy. Shazeiy was to race 
tnis year in the Channel com- 
petition, but has been held up 
with other races in Canada. 

1 he Saudi sessions now 
stretch to about 5 hours a day 
at the large open-air swimming 
pool in Folkstone and the 
swimmers are closely monitor- 
ed by a team of highly trained 
experts.

top-flight swimming has been 
no accident. Steady improve- 
ment has come over the last 
four years under the watchful 
eye of chief trainer Kama! 
Mahrous and with support 
frurn the Department of Youth 
Welfare. 

The full six-man Saudi team 
is in Folkstone, although each 
country may only enter two 
swimmers for the channel race. 
But the other -four are all 
under 16, and they have been 
competing in Canada and Bri- 
tain as well as the Capri-NapoJi 
race. 

The tour is providing them 
with valuable experience to 
ensure a solid team id the fu- 
ture. One, Habib Qoraysh is 
expected to reach senior stand- 
ards as early as next year even 


though he is only 15. This is 
his second year with the team, 
so the senior-level attention 
given to him is obviously pay- 
ing off. 

There is also an under- 13 
team being carefully nurtured 
in Safwa, where the natioaal 
coaches have so far been based 
and where the team members 
all come from. 

The Department of Youth 
Welfare however is building 
extensive swimming complexes 
in Jeddah, Dammam and 
Riyadh to expand the national 
talent net. 

Saudi swimming is beine 
developed on solid foundations 
for the future and already it 
is strong enough to have sur- 
vived the tragic loss eight 
months ago of two of its main 


swimmers in a car accident. 

“There is no doubt.” says 
Nasser Al Barakah. General 
Secretary of the Saudi Swim- 
ming Federation, “that we 
have had good results, and I 
am pleased with the team's 
success, particularly its rate of 
progress.” 

The President of Youth Wel- 
fare. Prince Faisal ibn Fahd 
ibn Abdul Aziz (who is also 
President of the Egyptian-based 
International Long Distance 
Swimmers Federation), has pro- 
vided 20.000 pounds for prize 
money and to cover expenses. 

The 1.000-pound first prize 
has auracted top swim- 
mers like the Saleh brothers, 
Mahir and particularly Mar- 
wan, from Syria.

Art theft in Italy: A probable daily occurance 


By George Armstrong 

ROME— The tourism pos- 
ters are still right Italy has 
something for everyone. It 
also has more of what it’s got 
than any other European 
country. Other than the sun, 
the sea, the mountains, the 
mow and the food, Italy is a 
six-layered cake of art trea- 
sures. 

It is unique in its Etruscan 
art. It has better preserved 
Greek temples than can be 
found in Greece. It has tem- 
ples dedicated to the Roman 
gods, including the almost 
perfectly preserved temple de- 
dicated to all the gods, the 
Pantheon. It has, in Pompeii 
and Herculaneum, the only 
two “complete” unchanged 
cities of 2,000 years ago. 

About once a week foreign- 
ers read in their papers of an 
art theft in Italy. About twice 
a week Italians read of an art 
theft in their papers. There is 
probably an art theft each 
day, for some go unreported. 
A theft can be the work of an 
impoverished priest in a village 
selling ornate candelabra from 
tbe chapel which no one ever 
■ visits. But usually it is the 
work of professionals. 

Italy’s art treasures could be 
better guarded, but it could 
take the entire armed forces 
to guard every ebureb, con- 
vent, museum, villa or ruin. 
(Every time it is proposed us- 
ing the military — who have 
little to do during their 12 
months of conscription — as 
guards inside museums, tbe 
generals and admirals give a 
firm “no”)

BAGUTO CITY, Philippines, 
Aug. 20 (Agencies) — World 
Chess champion Anatoly Kar- 
pov shocked challenger Viktor 
Korchnoi Sunday with two 
successive wins in the 13 th 
world championship match. 

The 27-year-old champion 
scored hi s twin victories in the 
resumption of their adjourned 
1 3th and 14th games in less 
than three hours of play. 

Karpov clinched the first win 
of the day with a stunning re- 
versal over Korchnoi, who had 
been given a slight edge to win 
in the 13th game. 

The 47-year-old defector h ad 
a big advantage in position 
when they sat down Sunday to 
resume the adjourned game — 
but experts acknowledged it 


was a difficult technical task to 
make it decisive. 

None of (he experts felt that 
he could do worse than a draw, 
ho«;c«Ci. 

At the adjournment on Thurs- 
day, norciiuoj had spent an' 
inexplicable 40 minutes plann- 
ing the sealed move he placed 
in the envelope. When opened 
Sunday, iL .turned out to an 
obvious move. 

As a result of his long con- 
templation, he was left with 
only 20 minutes for his first 15 
moves — having to fight the 

clock as much as his opponent. 

The brilliant defense of Kar- 
pov, who' played black, turned 
the game in his favor when 
the 47-year-old challenger com- 
mitted a serious blunder in the 


56th move as he tried to beat 
the first one-hour time control. 

From then on, when Korch- 
noi’s queen was momentarily 
trapped in the king’s rook side, 
Karpov started his relentless 
attack until the challenger resig- 
ned in 62 moves. 

They played the first adjour- 
ned game in two hours and 10 
minutes. 

Half-an-hour later they bad 
to resume the !4h game. This 
time it was the champion who 
held the advantage when they 
bad adjourned. It was a much 
simpler task for him to turn 
his advantage into a win — and 
he made no mistakes in doing 
so. 

Like Korchnoi's sealed move 
in the previous resumed game. 


Karpov’s sealed move also was 
no real surprise. 

There was nothing Korch- 
noi could do to prevent a deci- 
sive advance of Karpov’s 
pawns. 

This time Karpov played 
white. Nine moves and 45 minu. 
tes later, the champion pushed 
his pawn to king 6 for a check 
and moments later. Korchnoi 
was a picture of a beaten man 
as he signed the scoresheet and 
rushed down the hall. 

The two victories gave Kar- 
pov the lead in the $550,000 
series with three wins against a 
loss. The first player to score 
six victories takes the cham- 
pionship title which was strip- 
ped from American chess wiz- 
ard Bobby Fischer in 1975.

Cholera kills 
25 in India 
after floods 

NEW DELHI, Aug. 20 
(AP) — Monsoon flooding in- 
vaded numerous low-lying 
communities in four Indian 
states and a cholera epidemic 
broke out in a flood-stricken 
district in the eastern state of 
Bihar this weekend 
Twenty-five persons have 
died from cholera in Katihar 
district, 1.080 'kilometers 
southeast of New Delhi. Au- 
thorities have placed the dis- 
trict under quarantine, k ad- 
ded. 

Elsewhere in Bihar, air force 
helicopters dropped parcels uf 
food and medicine to villages 
and towns isolated by flood 
water. 

Official sources in Patna, 
■the -state capital, said that 
more than 8 million persons 
have been made homeless by 
the floods. 

At least 75 persons have 
drowned in the state since the 
heavy monsoon rains began 
in June. 

The unofficial death toll for 
the entire country is believed 
to have topped the 500 mark 
this weekend with 37 drown- 
ings reported in Himachal 
Pradesh, north India, and 15 
in neighboring Uttar Pradesh. 

Meanwhile, the New Delhi 
government was reported busy 
working on a long-term flood 
control program to curb the 
annual havoc caused by mon- 
soon flooding, hoping to spend 
S875 million on irrigation- 
flood protection schemes in 
the next five years. 


Singh, number two in the 
government until his dismissal, 
Sunday rejected a compromise 
because he refused to retract 
a statement in which he alleged 
corruption at top government 
level.

Under the formula, aimed at 
resolving the bitter differences 
between Singh and Prime Mi- 
nister Morarji Desai, Singh 
would become party president 
and nominate two supporters to 
replace himself and Narain in 
the cabinet. 

Nine dead 
in Addis 
deluge 

ADDIS ABABA, Aug. 20 
(AP) — Al least nine persons 
died Saturday night in the 
heaviest flooding recorded in 
the Ethiopian capital in 20 
years. Addis Ababa Radio re- 
ported Sunday. 

The rainfall also caused hea- 
vy damage in the low-lying 
areas of the city. The weather 
service registered an average 
of 93 millimeters of rain Sat- 
urday, surpassing the 56.2 mil- 
limeters registered in August 
1971. 

The radio said the death 
toll could go higher after fire- 
men and rescue workers com- 
plete their work.

The agency quoted Huang 
as saying there were many 
Chinese still in Vietnamese 
prisons, including at least 
100 at Lang Son, who were 
“subjected to inhuman treat- 
ment and frequently beaten 
up." 

Nigeria seen 
involved in 
Rhodesia talks 

LUSAKA, Aug. 20 (AP) — 
Rhodesian guerrilla leaders Jo- 
shua Nkomo and Robert Mu- 
gabe concluded their talks here 
Sunday and disclosed little of 
what was discussed, but there 
were signs that the Nigerian 
government is closely involved 
in Rhodesian settlement nego- 
tiations. 

Speaking at an airport press 
conference shortly before re- 
turning to the Mozambique ca- 
pital of Maputo, Mugabe, co- 
leader of the Patriotic Front, 
said the front was prepared to 
attend a round table conference 
“as and when they are held," 
and was awaiting word from 
the British government on the 
time and place. 

But he repeated the now- 
familiar demand that guerrilla 
forces should be in charge of 
security forces during the tran- 
sition period, and gave no sign 
that the front’s negotiating 
stance has softened. 

Mugabe flew to Nigeria after 
the first round of talks on Fri- 
day morning with Nkomo and 
President Kenneth Kaunda of 
Zambia. He had gone to brief 
’Nigerian leader Gen. Olusegun 
Obasanjo, and discussed the 
possibility of increased Nige- 
rian assistance to the guerrillas. 
But he stressed that arms, not 
troops, were needed. 

It was learned that the for- 
mer Nigerian commissioner for 
foreign affairs. Brig. Joseph 
Garba, accompanied Mugabe 
on the flight to Lusaka from 
Lagos, and held talks' with un- 
specified Zambian officials.

Soviet reaction seen unclear 

Hua goes to Belgrade today 


BUCHAREST. Aug. 20 (R)— 
Chinese leader Hua Kuo feng 
leaves for Yugoslavia Monday 
after a six-day visit to Romania 
which has a new chapter in the 
history of the deeply divided 
Communist world. 

Hua. the first Chinese Com- 
munist Party chairman to tra- 
vel outside Asia in over 20 
years, departs amid uncertainty 
over how Moscow will react to 
Chinese attacks on its policies 
launched from Romania, the 
Soviet bloc's foreign policy 
maverick. 

The Chinese leader has used 
his stay to try to spread to 
Eastern Europe Peking’s view 
that the two superpowers, es- 
pecially the Soviet Union, are 
seeking to control the world. 

Since Hua arrived here last 
Wednesday, neither the Soviet 
Union nor the United States 
has been publicly mentioned by 
name. 

Instead, the Chinese have 
made their points using their 
obscure code in which the Ame- 
ricans are “imperialists” and 
the Russians “hegemdnists." 

Hegemony, or domination, is 
the term Peking applies to 
what it sees as a Kremlin at- 
tempt to extend its global influ- 
ence through subservient allies. 

In a dinner speech soon after 
his arrival Hua accused im- 
perialists and hegemonists of 
inflitrating and underming other 
countries. He forecast that those 
who tried to rule the world j 
today would come to grief like 
the empire-builders of old. 

His remarks hit home in Mos- 
cow, where the official Soviet 
news agency Tass rejected the 
charge as being “far from re- 
ality” and accused Chinese lea- 
ders of making “blatant slander-
